Two zoning articles have yet to 
be ‘certified’ by the Registrars, 
that of the North Wilmington In- 
dustrial area, and the proposal to 
rezone along Main Street, for a 
Skating rink, r 

From the standpoint of the tax 
payer, the most expensive article 
will b= that which will propose a 
new Intermediate School, off Car- 
ter Lane, and overlooking the pre- 
sent Boutwell School, It is ex- 
pected to cost over a million 
dollars, 

Increases in pay for town em- 
ployees, other than police, fire 
department and schools, were the 
subject of a lengthy debate, Mon- 
day, with Selectman John Brooks 
finally proposing that the sum to 
be named be left ‘open’, a move 
which carried, but not before Sel- 
ectman Lloyd Bender said in effect 
that the proposal was shocking, 
and that it left the town ‘wide 
open’ 

The first article on the warrant, 
as the Selectmen decided to have 
ft, was one to raise and appropriate 
money for the.acquiring of a site 
for a well field, in North Wilming- 
ton, 


The second article will propose 
to transfer 11.4 acres of land to 
the Water Department, for this 
same purpose, and the third arti- 
cle will ask that the old Town 
Dump, on Salem Street, 2 acres 
in extent, xe also transferred for 
the same purpose. 

Article 4, the real money arti- 
cle, will ask for the purchase, or 
taking by eminent domain, of land 
off Carter Lane for the new school 
and for further money for prepar- 


ing preliminary plans for the con= 
‘struction of the new school. 

The article is on request of the 
Permanent Building Committee. 

Article 5 is the North Wilming- 
ton Development article, in which 
land near Middlesex Avenue and 
the B& M RR be changed to in- 
dustrial, The land, as presently 
delineated, corresponds to the pro- 
perty of the old C S Harriman 
tannery, 

Article six will ask for the re- 
zoning of the Main Street land 
belonging to the Yentile family, 
for a skating rink. 

Article 7 asks for the construc- 
tion of sidewalks leading to the 
new Woburn Street school, on High 
Street, Woburn Street, Salem St. 
Park Street, and-as far down as 
West Street, 

The Selectmen noted that no 
engineering studies had yet been 
done in this directio n, and also 
debated, with no decision, the ques- 
tion as to whether or not better- 
ments should be applied to such a 
proposal. 

Article 8, proposed by the Plan- 
ning Board, asks that Chapter 40A 
Section 8 of the General Laws be 
accepted by the town, This law 
would prevent rezoning articles 
from appearing in the warrant for 
a town meeting until two years had 
elapsed, inthe event that thearticle 
had already been defeated in a 
town meeting, 

Article 9 asks for the sum of 
$1100 for expenses of the recently 
re-constituted Building By Laws 
Committee. 

Article 10 is the proposal to in- 
crease the pay of town employees. 
The selectmen debated a 3% in- 
crease, a six percent increase, and 
other such thoughts, before finally 
deciding to leave the sum ‘open’ 

A 12% increase, tentatively pro- 
Posed by the town Manager, would 
cost the town $63,000 this year.

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PERSISTANCE PROVED THE POINT 


The strange anrics of the Board of Selectmen 
for the past five weeks have probably confused 
more than one person. 

To the casual observor, Selectmen Bender and 
Brooks have been disputing an intricate problem 
in record keeping. 

Behind the verbal exchanges is a more basic 
issue. The real question was whether or not the 
dictates of the Town Meeting was to be honored 
by the Board of Selectmen. A relatively simple 
problem, it took five weeks to resolve. Selectman 
John Brooks insisted that there was no problem. 
He took the persistant questions of Selectman Lloyd 
Bender as a personal affront. 

‘Bender had insisted that there were discrep- 
tancies in the records, as to appointments in the 
Permanent Building Committee. 

When this committee was established in 1958, 
the Town Meeting deliberately voted that the terms 
of not more than two members should expire at 
any one time. This provides continuity in the 
discharging of the involved duties of the committee. 

For reasons perhaps best known to one selectman 
three mi 
terms in 1965. This, of course, violated 
the Town Meeting Vote. Effectively, it frustrated 


* the safeguards imposed by the Town Meeting. 


When Bender first raised the question, Brooks, 


_ in gfeat- irratation, moved that it be referred to 


the Town Counsel. On the basis of the vaguely 
worded inquiry, the Town Counsel indicated that 
the appointments were proper, and in order, 

Bender persisted. He demanded a better 
phrased question to the Town Counsel, The gist 
of his question was: How could a member of the 
Permanent Building Committee serve seven years 
on two three-year appointments? 

This time the Town Counsel gave a formal 
opinion that Bender’s point was well taken, The 
Town Counsel recommended corrective action by 


. the Selectmen.

It is further understood that every bit of the 
land has been sold, or optioned, and that by next 
September. the City of Peabody expects to announce 
this. The price of the land - informally, it is under 
stood to be pegged at $3000 an acre. 

In Lowell, an Industrial Park was developed, 
It was, if the reader please, an example for a long 
time of a development that ‘didn’t pay off’. 

But things have started there, now, and it is 
confidently expected that all the land will be sold 
to industry before the summer is out. 

Again, and again informally, it is understood 
that the city of Lowell pegged the price of the 
land, so that it was attractive to industry. 

Meanwhile - here in Wilmington, the South In- 
dustrial Zone (the great interior portion of it) sits, 
as it has for many years - of no use to industry or 
to the taxpayers of Wilmington.

Raymond McClure, oldest mem- 
ber of the Permanent Building 
Committee, was re appointed to 
membership in the Committee by 


night. It took the Selectmen forty 
five minutes to settle their min- 
utes of their previous discussion 
of the PBC, and then elect Mr 
McClure, 

The first half hour was spent 
in an argument over the minutes 
of the previous meeting. 

It started with Selectman John 
Brooks insisting that the minutes 
of the meeting were wrong. The 
original version of the minutes re- 
ported Mr Bender as saying that 
not more than two terms of PBC 
members should expire, in any 
year, 

@® = Brooks argued that it was just

Bender said that, according to

Brooks contended that Mr Ben-

Bender’s rejoinder was that it 
was not a question of the Select- 
men not doing something that was 
improper, but rather of doing some 
thing that was proper.

Brooks nominated McClure and 
Bender nominated Thomas J Mur- 
phy of Salem Street. 

Former PBC member Joseph F 
Courtney had his name put innom- 
ination by Charles Black. 

Brooks made a speech in favor 
of Mr McClure - anoriginal mem- 
ber of the PBC- served faithfully ~ 
entitled to serious consideration 
to indicate that his work had not 
been overlooked.

Dear Sir; 
I would like to congratulate the 
Wilmington Methodist Church, and 
rejoice with them, for the public 
declaration they recently made in 
R regard to racial equality. When I 
was a Methodist minister (for ten 
years in Southern California) the 
Segregation of the ‘Central Juris- 
diction of The Methodist Church’ 
always pained me deeply, for it 
was such a crass violation of the 
Gospel by the Church, Some indi- , 
vidual Methodists are taking 
courageous ~action in trying to 
eliminate racial injustice. We 
shall all pray with them that The 
Methodist Church will eliminate 
the discrimination in their Cen- 
tral Jurisdiction at the next Gen- 
eral Conference coming up. 

Iam glad for the historic action 
taken by our General Synod in July 
1963 meeting in Denver, wherein 
the United Church of Christ became 
the first major Protestant denomi- 
nation to withold any of its mission 
monies from any UCC supported 
institutions which practiced racial 
discrimination of any sort. 

The same General Synod brought 
into being a new Instrumentality of 
the denomination, the Council for 
Racial Justice Now, which action 
was more than ‘legislative’ or 
‘resolution making’ but put re- 
demptive measures into effect tm- 
mediately, This action was backed 
by an offering in the General Synod 
session itself wherein 600 dele- 
gates gave better than several 
thousand ($7,000.00) toward im- 
mediate support of asSistance to 
negroes discriminated against, and 
to whites who were abused for 
identifying their efforts in the 
cause of racial justice. 

The entire denomination has a- 
gain given, since the General Synod 
meeting, one ‘Racial Justice Now’ 
offering in each local church (in- 
eluding Wilmington,) and the se- 
cond such offering comes up soon; 
there will. be'two stich offerings 
taken in every local church each 
year. 

One of our most prominent UCC 
young leaders, Dr. Robert Spike, 
left his position on our Board of 
Homeland Ministries to head up 
the new interracial department of 
The National Council of Churches. 

I am particularly pleased that 
our local Wilmington congregation 
anticipated such denominational 
action nearly three years before 
it happened nationally. For our 
congregation, in a meeting called 
for the purpose on a Sunday after 
the Service, voted a racial equality 
resolution covering housing, open 

membership in the Church, etc. 

The interracial work of Ando- 
ver-Newton Theological School, 
UCC and Baptist, in Newton Cen-

‘Wilmington Democrats and Re- 
publicans, who go to the polls next 
Tuesday, and vote in the Presi- 
dential Primaries, will be facing 
different problems, 

The Democrats of Wilmington 
will have to make a choice between 
two different Town Committees, 
and a similar choice in other com- 
mittees, but not in the case of the 
State Committee, 

The Republicans, on the other 
hand, will have no problem with 
a Town Committee, but will be 
faced with a problem in the Del- 
egates-At-Large, where they will 
have to make their choice between 
two slates, 


Democratic Ballot 
-The Democratic slate for Dele= 
ites to the national convention, 
£89 it will appear on the ballot, has 
56 names, starting with John F 
Albano of Longmeadow, and ending 
with Thomas J White of Newton, 

There is no contest, but the 
voter must*mark his cross after 
the individual names, and cannot 
vote for the Delegates with a sin- 
gle yote. It thus become, in effect, 
a state popularity contest. 

Similarly the Democrats have 
not contest in the Delegate Alter- 
nates. 

Two votes are to be cast for the 
District Delegates, with two names 
being submitted, as ts also the case 
in the Alternates, 

Not until he arrives at the names 
of the State Committee from the 
7th District does the Democratic 
voter arrive at a point where he 


Edward P Gilgun, of Woburn, the 
present delegate, is facing three 
other candidates, Russell S Braes 
of Woburn, a ‘reform’ candidate, 
Timothy J Mahoney of Woburn, 
and James P Donahue of Wilming- 
ton, also a ‘reform’ candidate.

The two slates for the Town 
Democratic Committee gives the 
voter who wants to pick and choose 
a large number of names, 

The Number One position is ta- 
ken by the ‘regular’ town commit- 
tee, headed by James L McLaugh- 
lin, of Shawsheen Avenue. 

The Number Two position, ‘the 
‘reform’ committee, is headed by 
James P Donahue, of Cypress St, 

Actually, both committees have 
persons who were a part of the 
regular committee, in previous 
years, Some of those in the ‘re- 
gular’ group were in the Anti- 
Town Manager party of several 
years past, while most of those in 
the reform group were in the 
Pro-Town Manager party. 


Republican Ballots 


The choice, in the Republican 
ballots to be marked by Wilming- 
ton Republicans, begins immed- 
jately. 


There are two slates for the 
10 Delegates to the National Con- 
vention. 

Each of the two slates has.an 
Alternate slate, as well. 

Slate Number One is headed by 
Senator Leverett Saltonstall, and 
is the so-called ‘moderate’ group, 
It is pledged, informally, to vote 
for Henry Cabot Lodge, ‘as the 
Presidential Nominee, in the Na- 
tional Convention. 

The alternate slate, for the Num- 
ber One group, headed by Senator 
Philip A Graham of Hamilton, is 
similarly pledged, 

The Number Two slate of ten 
delegates to the National Conven- 
tion 4s headed by Michael Robbins 


of Brookline, with the second name, 
that of Jack Molesworth being one 
that would probably be better re- 
cognized by Wilmington voters. 

It is a slate that is in favor of 
Goldwater, inthe Presidential Nom 
inations. 

The alternate slate, for this 
group, is headed by Gerrald A 
Giblin, of Wellesley, and is sim!- 
larly pledged, 

‘The District Delegates to the 
National Convention are similarly 
divided into two slates, 


Group 1, with two tdelegates, 


is headed by Vincent Hockmeyer 
of Andover, and is the Goldwater 
slate, Its alternate slate is headea 
by Paul H Provandie 2nd of Mel- 
rose, 

‘The Group 2 Delegates, who fa-~ 
vor Lodge, are headed by Harrison 
Chadwick of Winchester, with the 
alternate group being headed by 
Helene S Carstensen of Melrose. 

There is no contest in the State 
Committee Man, but there are two 
candidates for State Committee 
Woman from the district, both 
ladies coming from Lexongton, 

Barbara Gilson and Marion E 
Hunt are the two candidates, Mrs 
Hunt has received local endorse- 
ment. 

When the Republicans get to the 
point of choosing the Town Re- 
publican Committee they have no 
problem at all. 

There are thirty five names, 
but no contests, in the Wilmington 
Republican slate, All the voter has 
to do is to put an X in the circle 
at the head of the slate, and the 
entire slate has been voted, 

Presidential Preference 


In each of the ballots, the last 
is ostensibly being held. 

After the voter has finished with 
the Town Committee a place is 
provided for the Presidential Pre- 
ference, 

He is supposed to write in the 
name of the person who he pre~ 
fers, for Presidential Candidate 
of the party.
